Stylish  James  Barnes  win  by  new  stayer 

Tattersall’s  Club’s  most  important  winter  distance  event,  the  James  Barnes  Plate,  was  won  on  Saturday, 
May  13,  by  new  Club  member  Mr.  Charles  K.  Urquhart,  who  literally  “tells  the  world’’  when  his  horse 
has  a  winning  chance. 

He  did  not  miss  out  on  this  occasion  when  Winchester  carried  his  white,  orange  cap  livery  to  victory 
in  an  exciting  half -head  battle  with  El  Rocco. 

Another  exciting  victory  on  the  day  was  Fine  and  Dandy’s  win  in  the  Flying  Handicap.  This  was  a 
meritorious  performance  as  he  conceded  what  was  apparently  a  hopeless  advantage  to  his  rivals  on  a 
soft  track. 

Excellent  racing  generally  made  Tattersall’s  May  meeting  another  of  the  Club’s  successful  race  days, 
and  many  Club  member  punters  finished  the  meeting  with  “plus”  race  books. 


Winchester  notched  his  12th 
success  on  Saturday,  so  Mr. 
Urquhart  has  done  his  Club  and 
other  friends  a  formidable 
sequence  of  good  turns,  most 
often  at  profitable  betting  odds. 

Winchester  is  one  of  Sydney’s 
most  improved  middle-distance 
performers,  and  Saturday’s  suc¬ 
cess  has  earned  the  prospect  of  a 
run  in  the  £10,000  Doomben  Cup 
in  Brisbane  in  July.  At  one  period 
of  his  racing  career  he  was  regar¬ 
ded  as  purely  a  sprinter,  and  nine 
of  his  wins  were  at  six  or  seven 
furlongs. 

But  his  trainer,  Fred  Allsop, 
who  is  also  a  popular  Tattersall’s 
Club  member  of  11  years  stand¬ 
ing,  conceived  the  idea  a  few 
months  ago  that  he  would  stay, 
although  his  furthest  success  of 
the  past  had  been  in  a  Warwick 
Farm  mile  novice.  So  he  nomina¬ 
ted  him  for  the  mile  and  a  quarter 
final  handicap  at  the  A.J.C. 
Spring  carnival  at  Easter. 

Not  many  considered  the  dis¬ 
tance  within  his  compass,  includ¬ 
ing  most  bookmakers,  and  in 
early  betting  he  touched  12/1. 
But  Mr.  Urquhart  had  been  busy 
telling  friends  that  he  would 
prove  himself  a  stayer,  and  the 
price  dropped  quickly  to  8/1.  He 
proved  his  trainer  right,  and 


managed  the  extra  distance 
stylishly  to  score  by  half  a  length 
from  Johnno  in  smart  time,  2.3, 
for  the  mile  and  a  quarter.  There 
followed  a  second  to  Gene  San 
at  Rosehill  a  fortnight  later. 

With  good,  seasoned  condition 
behind  him,  he  was  ready  for  the 
sterner  battle  against  what  was 
considered  a  class  field  for  the 
James  Barnes.  The  track  was 
slightly  heavy  but  be  battled  the 
10  furlongs  out  to  the  bitter  end 
to  gain  the  narrow  photo  verdict 
from  El  Rocco.  The  time,  2.4-3/10 
was  excellent  for  the  soft  track. 
Altogether  the  form  suggests  that 
even  greater  distances  might 
come  within  his  scope. 

Winchester  is  one  of  the  last 
among  the  stock  of  Italian 
stallion,  Brueghel.  Brueghel  was 
a  classic  performer  in  Italy  win¬ 
ning  from  five  furlongs  to  a  mile 
and  seven  furlongs,  so  that’s 
where  the  Winchester  stamina 
comes  from.  He  is  a  big  handsome 
and  powerful  horse,  and  Mr. 
Urquhart  has  got  a  lot  of  pleasure 
out  of  his  racing.  Brueghel  was 
a  prolific  sire  of  winners,  and 
earnings  of  his  stock  reached 
almost  £350,000. 

Another  performance  of  note 
recorded  at  Tattersall’s  Club’s 
May  meeting  was  the  triumph  of 


Fine  and  Dandy  with  9.2  in  the 
Flying  Handicap  after  conceding 
what  looked  like  a  hopeless  ad¬ 
vantage  to  rivals  at  the  end  of 
a  sprint  on  a  soft  track.  He  had 
a  short  rest  since  his  Doncaster 
triumph  on  April  1,  and  he  looked 
robust  when  saddled  up. 

But  trainer  Harry  Plant  had 
him  fit,  he  was  backed  to  favorit¬ 
ism,  and  he  did  what  was  expec¬ 
ted  of  him  by  the  stable.  Fine 
and  Dandy  was  Australia’s  best 
two-year-old  with  seven  wins  two 
years  ago,  and  his  Doncaster 
success  plus  Saturday’s  brilliant 
effort  stamps  him  as  Australia’s 
most  formidable  sprinter  of  the 
year. 

It  looks  as  if  his  owners,  Messrs 
W.  F.  and  F.  H.  Moses  can  look 
forward  with  confidence  to  winter 
prospects  in  the  rich  Brisbane 
sprints,  the  £10,000  Stradbroke 
seven  furlongs  at  Eagle  Farm  on 
June  10,  and  the  Doomben  £10,500 
seven  furlongs  less  93  yards  on 
July  1.  He  has  9.4  top  weight  for 
the  Stradbroke,  and  no  penalty 
for  his  Tattersall’s  win  accrues.
